(as  known  February  17) 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges,  for  the  year 
ensuing  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Abbie  Greenleaf  li- 
brary; for  the  salary  of  the  Librarian;  for  the  main- 
tenance of  highways  and  bridges;  for  oiling  our  roads, 
and  for  lighting  our  streets  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day 
and  to  choose  an  agent  to  expend  the  same. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  in- 
struct the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  state  aid,  and  Trunk 
Line  aid  and  maintenance,  for  our  highways  for  the 
ensuing  year;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  allow  a  discount  of  2  %  on  early  pay- 
ment of  taxes. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  to  eradicate  the  Pine  Blister 
rust. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  for  State 
Aid  for  highway  bridge  improvement  and  to  raise 
money  for  the  same. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  observe 
"Old  Home  Week"  and  to  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  10.  To  hear  reports  of  committees  and 
agents  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting.

On  June  30,  1927  the  treasurer's  book  showed  a  bal- 
ance of  $87.39.  This  had  been  made  possible  by  bor- 
rowing $500  from  this  year's  appropriation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Moore  decided  not  to  continue  teaching  and  Miss 
Sadie  Corey  accepted  a  position  in  Derry.  Miss  Thel- 
ma  Dodge  of  Littleton  and  Miss  Dorothy  Seavey  of 
Rochester  were  selected  to  fill  the  positions  in  the 
elementary  school.  Both  of  these  girls  are  recent 
graduates  of  Plymouth  Normal  School  with  no  pre- 
vious teaching  experience  other  than  that  gained  in 
the  training  school.  They  were  rated  among  the  best 
in  their  class  and  have  been  very  successful  in  their 
work.  No  changes  were  necessary  in  the  Academy 
staff  this  year.  In  this  respect  the  school  was  indeed 
fortunate. 

I  can  wisely  repeat  what  I  said  in  my  report  of 
last  year,  that  you  have  good  teaching  in  every  de- 
partment. The  spirit  of  the  school  is  wholesome,  the 
teachers  are  strongly  professional  in  their  school  en- 
deavors, the  pupils  are  earnest  in  their  studies  and 
interested  in  all  school  activities.  Standard  educa- 
tional tests  given  in  the  different  departments  of  study 
show  the  accomplishment  of  good  school  work.  The 
interest  of  the  pupils  in  basketball,  in  the  school  play, 
and  in  all  school  socials  are  evidences  of  a  strong 
morale. 

In  preparing  the  budget  presented  for  the  next 
school  year  the  largest  item  is,  of  course,  for  teach- 
ers' salaries.  It  is  the  only  item  which  can  be  materi- 
ally reduced  regardless  of  the  appropriation  made. 
This  can  be  reduced  only  by  employing  teachers  of 
less  experience.  At  the  present  time  school  boards  in 
many  cities  and  larger  villages  have  adopted  the  pol- 
icy of  employing  no  teachers  of  less  than  one  or  two 
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years'  experience.  Franconia  is  blessed  as  few  com- 
munities are  by  having  sufficient  bequests  to  maintain 
its  school  building.  You  are  in  a  position  to  adopt  a 
policy  similar  to  that  of  the  larger  towns  relative  to 
your  teaching  staff,  without  having  a  budget  that  will 
be  burdensome  to  your  tax  payers.  Equalization  of 
school  opportunity  in  small  communities,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  providing  the  best  possible  instruction,  is  made 
real  only  by  sufficient  funds  to  procure  and  retain  ef- 
ficient teachers.  Any  superintendent  may  make 
mistakes  in  securing  teachers  that  do  not  prove  suc- 
cessful in  certain  communities.  Xo  superintendent 
or  school  board  can  err  in  urging  the  retention  of 
teachers  successful  in  their  present  positions.  A  good 
business  man  wisely  retains  his  devoted  employees 
even  at  higher  salaries,  realizing  that  service  is  his 
greatest  need.  Efficient  teachers  render  the  best  ser- 
vice to  any  community,  of  all  public  employees  on  its 
payroll.  I  earnestly  urge  the  voters  to  grant  the  ap- 
propriation requested  in  order  that  the  school  board 
may  retain  the  present  teachers  so  far  as  possible  or 
procure  the  best  ones  available  in  case  any  vacancies 
occur.  An  appropriation  of  $10,000  is  less  than  $9.00 
per  $1,000  of  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  district. 
This  is  indeed  small  for  a  school  district  supporting 
an  efficient  high  school. 

The  present  school  will  close  with  a  deficit  of 
$500-$600.  On  the  same  page  is  an  estimate  of  the 
available  funds  for  the  next  school  year,  other  than 
those  raised  by  taxation.  With  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000  the  school  board  hopes  to  reduce  the  deficit 
during  the  school  year  of  1928-29,  without  reducing 
the  budget.  It  will  be  possible  to  erase  this  deficit  if 
the  Trustees  are  able  to  grant  the  school  board  a 
larger  portion  of  the  Academy  tuition  than  has  been 
estimated. 
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You  now  have  an  efficient  district  nurse.  Milk 
was  furnished  to  school  children  part  of  the  last  year 
by  the  Red  Cross  of  the  community.  Milk  is  recog- 
nized as  a  food  of  great  value  to  undernourished  chil- 
dren. Some  school  districts  provide  this  to  the  chil- 
dren who  need  it  and  whose  parents  can  not  afford  to 
pay  for  it.  In  some  districts  funds  are  provided  for 
clinics  for  remedial  work  in  throat  and  teeth  diseases 
by  school  entertainments  and  by  community  organi- 
zations. Anything  constructive  that  can1  be  done  by 
individuals  or  by  the  organizations  of  the  community 
to  improve  the  health  conditions  of  the  school  pupils 
will  be  beneficial  to  your  future  citizens. 

Since  the  first  of  February  milk  has  been  fur- 
nished to  all  undernourished  children.  This  is  being 
paid  for  in  part  by  a  fund  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Whit- 
comb.  It  is  hoped  that  civic  organizations  will  con- 
tribute enough  to  make  good  any  deficit  resulting 
from  this  project. 

During  the  past  year  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  Academy  basement,  shower  baths  have 
been  installed,  equipment  has  been  added  to  the  man- 
ual training  department,  and  new  tables  for  the  chem- 
ical laboratory  are  in  process  of  construction.  The 
trustees  have  made  these  improvements  largely  from 
funds  provided  by  interested  summer  citizens.  Mr. 
Poole  has  been  active  during  the  past  year,  as  in  pre- 
vious years,  to  provide  money  for  Academy  athletic 
activities.  He  is  at  present  seeking  funds  from  other 
sources  for  improved  equipment  and  added  opportu- 
nities for  your  children.     The  trustees  are  also  on  the 
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alert  for  increased  funds.  The  earnest  endeavor  of  the 
citizens  to  maintain  the  school  at  a  high  standard  will 
be  added  incentive  to  those  who  are  interested  sum- 
mer guests  to  help  as  they  see  the  opportunity.
